lay all the blame onto the street car 
company: 


"Dear Sir:—Yesterday I was un- 


fortunate in having a collision with 
your Riverside car, number forty- 
three, In charge of Motorman R. A. 
Crook. 


"My impression of the facts in the 


case are that both the motorman and 
myself were approaching the Cleve- 
land street crossing slowly, and upon 
seeing each other, tried to stop. 


"Under ordmary circumstances we 


both would have stopped within our 
car's length, but the slippery rails 
prevented the motorman's brake from 
holding, while 
the slippery 
street 


made the back end of my car skid 
in front of the street car, 


"As I view It, the accident was un- 


avoidable, 
and no demerit 
marks 


should be given your motorman, Mr. 
Crook. 


"I am having my car repaired at my

On a $3,000 house for Instance thii 


would call for a payment 
by the 


builder of at least $300, the ten pe: 
cent minimum required under 
plan 


This would leave $2.700 to be provid- 
ed by the building and loan associa- 
tions and tht banks. If the building 
and loan associations *will 
furnisl 


sixty per cent or $1.800 this wou!<! 
leave only $900 to be provided by th« 
banks on a second mortgage to th« 
trustee. 
Properties costing more or less than 
the $3,000 used as an example would 
be bonded on a proportionate 
basis,

In Its statement of the 
plan 
tho 


housing committee says: 


"First mortgages will bear Interest 


at the rate of 6 per cent at banks 
and 7 per cent at 
building and 


Loan Associations, and 
It Is 
sug- 


gested that second 
mortgages be 


made to bear 7 per cer.t. If the appli- 
cant chooses to build his 
home 


through the building and loan as- 
soclation, he will make monthly pay. 
ments to such association, covering 
interest and a portion of the princl- 
pal of the first mortgage. 
He will 


also pay monthly to such Association 
the Interest on the second mortgage, 
this interest to remain In the hands 
of the building and loan associations 
and be compounded. 


TAKE UP MORTGAGE. 


"When the builder has paid In ta 


the building and loan association an 
amount on the first mortgage equal 
to the sum of the second mortgage, 
the building and loan association will 
then take up the second mortgage for

trustee this sum which may be re- 
loaned. 


"If the applicant deals through s 


bank, the first mortgage of 50 per 
cent or 60 per cent will be made a 
three or five year loan, and the build, 
er Is expected to make monthly pay. 
ments to the bank equal to the pay. 
ments he would make to a building 
and loan association under simllxr 
circumstances, but 
such 
payments 


wl) be applied by the bank against 
the second mortgage Instead of the 
first, and it is proposed that 
such 


colections be turned over monthly to 
the building and loan associations
